The ritish public, taking 
part olin the Sporting Record 
ballot and also in the television 
award which went to Pirle too, 
mu, hive completely overlook- 
ed thin internatlonal aspect 

What did Pirie do ubroad 
during the the year? He was 
roundly beaten by the Russian, 
Viadimir  Kuts, over 10,000 
Metres in Moscow and by Emil 
Zitopels in Prague: 

What did he even do at home 
apart Grom taking his revenge 
over Zatopek tn the 10,000 
Metres at the White City, 
London, in time well outside 
the Crech’s best effort? 


NO COMPARISON 


Pirte did not break on world: 
record during the year or even 
win a national title, How can 
that compare with the [eats af 
John Disley, the Welsh steeple 
chaser Nominated the Sportsman 
of the Year by the sports writers, 
who was undefeated on the 
Continent and broke the official 
world record for the 3,000 
Metres Steeplechase, 


Or with Chris Chataway who 
broke one world record, ran a 
Mile in under four minutes and 
waa beaten only by the Hun- 
garians; or with Brian Hewson, 
who also beat four minutes for 
the Mile, or even hurdler Jack 
Parleer who had a 100 per cent 
record throughout the scason. 

That js in track and field 
athletics only, whereas all sports 
had tu be considered, How could 
Pirle’s not particularly  distin-~ 
guished = performances compare 
with the wonderful play and 
great spurtsmanship of England 
soccer caplain Billy Wright; with 
the brilliant driving of Donald 
Campbell who set up a new 
water speed record; wth the 
nerve and skill of Geoffrey Duke, 
World motorcycling Champlon;

The shenrere will also ask 
that graziers provide verandahs 
around accommodation huts and 
flywire on windows; that con- 
crete floors should be replaced 
with wooden ones and that the 
Union should appoint Inspectors 
to exumine buildings to ensure 
that they are fit for living and 
working. 

The shearers suggest that any 
station with bad accommodation 
or bad machines should be 
blacklisted, with the blacklist 
being forwarded regularly te all 
members. 

The AWU at present hes a 
solid fight on Hs hands tn com- 
hating greziers’ clatms for a cut 
in rhearing rates because of the 
falling prices of wool. Already 
Queensland Courts have granted 
8 10 per cent reduction as ao 
result of which shearers say 
they will not offer for work 
after January 1.
